The Boer is no mean fisherman
Given a plpe and a supply of hig favor-
e weed, he will sit for hours angling,
says the London Mall. Very fine sort,
Indeed, may bo had In any of the
siteams north of the Orange river, The
only tackle required consists of the
ususl conrse fishhooks and a strong
rod, On the authority of Mr. Roland
Trimen, F. L, 8, and curator of the
Cape Town musenm, il may be stated
that no less thun fourteen different
fresh watler fish, varying from a bar-
ber of seventy pounds to the culper, or
burrowing porch, of lesa than n guars
ter of a pound welght, exlst In the
Transvaal streams, the latter belng the
only fresh water flsh of tho country
known to take n fly. The most com-
mon gpecimens, howoever, are the twen.
ty-pound yellow tall and a thirty-five
pound nondeseript sort of flsh which
merely require liooking and hauling
out with an ordinnry c¢od line. From
the Orange river southward the fresh
water fishing Is very poor, but further
north the rivers nnd viels are genoral-
ly well stocked, Bven lakes which are
only filled with water during the ralny
season are often  stocked with fish,
which preserve life, when the bottom
is dry, by burrowing deeply In the
ooze before It hordens, and coming
forth agaln from thelr muddy retreats
when the flood roturns,
